AN ORDINANCE amending Special Ordinance No. S-91-82, 
which ordinance amended General Ordinance No. G-27-78; 
and amending Chapter 31 of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, establishing rates and charges for 
the use of and services rendered by the waterworks 
system of the City of Fort Wayne, and repealing all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict therewith. 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, now finds that the existing rates and charges for the 
use of and services rendered by the waterworks of said City are 
too low and are insufficient to enable the City to properly main¬ 
tain and operate its waterworks plant; to provide for depre¬ 
ciation; to provide a sinking fund for the liquidation of bonds; 
to provide for payment of interest on bonds and other evidences 
of indebtedness; to provide adequate funds for working capital; 
to provide funds for payment of any taxes assessed against its 
utility; and to provide a reasonable return on its utility 
plant; and therefore, that the existing rates and charges should 
be increased; and 

WHEREAS, in accordance with I.C. 8-1.5-3-8, as amended, 
the Common Council finds that rates and charges for water service 
to be paid by users of the system shall be sufficient to include 
a reasonable return on the utility plant of the municipality; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to I.C. 8-1.5-3-8, the Common Council 
finds that the water rates charged to users of the system shall 
be sufficient to compensate the City for the taxes due to the 
City which would be paid on the utility property were it priva¬ 
tely owned; 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That Section 1 of Special Ordinance No. 
S-91-82, entitled "An Ordinance amending General Ordinance No. 
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G-27-78 establishing rates and charges for the use of and ser¬ 
vices rendered by the waterworks system of the City of Fort 
Wayne, and repealing all ordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict therewith", adopted May 25, 1982, and Chapter 31 of the 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, be and the same are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Sec. 31-18. Established; water usage schedule. 

There shall be and hereby are established for the use of 
and the service rendered by the waterworks system of the City of 
Fort Wayne the following rates and charges based on the use of 
water supplied by said waterworks system:

Commission of Indiana, and until such time as the order of said 
Commission approving said new rates and charges shall direct. 

SECTION 4. This ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage; provided, however, that the 
schedule of rates and charges herein set out shall not become 
effective unless approved by the Public Service Commission of 
Indiana, or until such time as said Commission sE&il direct.

WHEREAS, the Board of Works of the City of Fort Wayne 
is charged with the operation of the municipally owned utilities 
pursuant to I.C. 8-1.5-3-1 et seq; and 

WHEREAS, one of the duties of the Board of Works is to 
recommend to the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
reasonable and just rates and charges for services to the patrons 
of each utility; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Works has studied the rates and 
charges currently in effect for patrons of the water utility 
and has found those rates inadequate to produce an income 
sufficient to maintain the water utility property in a sound 
physical and financial condition; and 

WHEREAS, the Board has received the recommendation of 
its financial consultant concerning rates and charges which would 
be adequate to maintain the utility property in a sound physical 
and financial condition together with providing sufficient revenue 
to conform to I.C. 8-1.5-3-8. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF WORKS 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE: 

SECTION 1. That the proposed rates and charges 
contained on the attached Exhibit "A" be adopted and by a copy 
of this Resolution same be recommended to the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne. 

SECTION 2. The Board also hereby resolves to recommend 



to the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne that the rates 
and charges be sufficient to include a reasonable return on the 
water utility plant of the City of Fort Wayne and further resolves 
that said rates and charges be sufficient to include money for the 
payment of moneys to the City of Fort Wayne in lieu of taxes 
that would otherwise be payable.
